Preserving Decayed Sculpture (Cont'd from p. 25) 
Objects in Class II 


If the object cannot be treated by immersion, the 
same beneficial effects can be achieved, although less 
rapidly, by applying the following solution to the surface 
of the stone: 

20 parts barium hydroxide 5 parts urea 
15 parts glycerine 60 parts water 

The solution is applied to the stone with a brush, rol- 
ler, sponge, or sprayer until saturation point is reached. 
The exchange reactions take place over a period of three 
weeks. During this time rain or any other aqueous liquid 
falling on the treated stone would stop the reactions. 
Therefore, the treated surfaces must be protected from 
any contact with running water for a period of three 
weeks. Heavy plastic covers are usually suitable. On 
the other hand, high humidity or moisture condensation 
will not interfere with the reactions. 

After the reaction period, rain or any other convenient 
source of water may be used to wash away the glycerine 
remaining on the surface of the stone. 

These techniques of consolidating and preserving cal- 
cium carbonate type stones have been successfully car- 
ried out on many objects and monuments, some ex- 
amples of which are shown in the accompanying illus- 
trations.
